The inauguration of the new 
Buteau of, Foreign Affairs touk 
place at Canton om Friday ond 
the evenb was made jhe occasion of 
a number of interesting apeeches.

THE CALL TO AMERICA. 


Although the Genoa Conference is to be postponed by 
teason of the Confused political situation in Italy, it is 
clear that ‘there is no intention of its abandonment. 
That is gratifving, because there are very excellent reasons 
why the Allied Powers should again set together fora 
round-table conference on issues which if considered from 
the purely individual standpoint inight well lead to further 
estrangement. What willbe particularly interesting when 
the Conference does meet will be to see whether the United 
States will be cificially represented. A telegram to hand 
oo Saturday stated that America’s acknowledgment. of 

‘Ialy's invitation did not indicate whether the United 
States would attend or not. “ There may be good reasons 
why at the moment the Washington Government should 
refrain from committing itself.on this poiot, but in the 
interest of America and ber foture relations with the other 
Powers we should say on early and definite acceptance of 
the invitation would be wise and politic. We have before 
bad cceision to remark that the United states cannot 
follow a policy either of igckation or semi-isolation in world 

“politics. Circunstances are forcing the New World to 
Join hands with the Old. The Washington Conferente 
was in reality atacit admission of that fact. Yet there 
is still an official reluctance to take the deciding step. 

In view of past policy..we can of course understand 
that there should be some measure of hesitation on aAmeri- 
ca’s part to enter a conference dealing primarily with the 
economir condition of Europe but both self-interest and 
moré gengrous considerations supply the opportunity of 
ending an uusatisfactory position. So far. the United 

. States has been neither in nor. out-of the discussion of 
Enropean readjustinent. She has hovered upon the edge. 
Unable to fellow a line of complete detachment, America, 
while refusing actually to co-operate with ber war as- 

- sociate in their heavy task, bas had ag official observer on 
hand watching developments. The coming Genoa Confer- 
ence would appear to provide the means of escaping grace- 

“fully from this twilight zone of international relations 
avd of assuming a role ‘at once more dignified and 
better adapted to the demands of the situation. We van- 
not d> better in this connection than to cite the opinion of 
one of the leading American newspapers on the subject. 
The Mew Yuri: Ereniny [ost says :—" We have had the bad 
grace to standoff and say how badly France has been 
actipg. How much better were. we acting? What were 
we doing to give France any reason for not acting exactly 
asshe has! Our attitude said plainly, * Don’t count on 
us. We are through.” Then we proceeded to hold up our 
hands in holy horror at France's fears and misgivings. 

*. . . In the very act of criticising Franve for rat- 
 tling the sabre we have taken up a position of aloofness 
which virtually bids her rely on the sabre. France's fears 
of attack by a disarmed Germany have been matched by 
_our fears of entanglement in a disrupted Europe.” Those 
are pointed words, and we should hesitate to’ quote them 
were they from any other than an American -source. 

‘© Thé United States is asked to sit down with Britain 
and France and the other Allies to devise means of gettin 
out of the economic mire into which all have fallen. And, 
as we see it, to reject that invitation would be to turn 
down 20 opportunity of improving America’s own 
economic condition by assisting in the restoration of 
normal conditions abroad. We must presume that America 
has ideas which she would like put into operation. Which 
method, therefore, is better for accomplishing that end— 

: holding off from the ‘conference or’ joining” 1t? Nothing 
' can be gained by a refusal. And certainly nothing can be

As the result of the meeting of 
the Britisb and French Premiers, 
Mr. Lioyd George declares that 
the two sides are “in complete 
agreement on all points”, and 
that che Entente is stronger than 
ever. We hope Mr. Lloyd George's 
Intgment is correct, but cannot 
help feeling that he has again 
allowed his optimism to run some-~ 
what ahead of probability. If he

To catry 
this law to an extreme would be 
to confer immunity upon the 
Crippens and Landrus, 
destroy not only life but their 
victims’ bodies. Some will prosb- 
ly ses the hand of Nemesis in 
the way the condemned wan con- 
tributed to his own undoing: The 
technical element. of doubt, with 
the jury's recommendation, 
might have disposed President 
Millerand to exercise his preroga- 
|| tive.Pirststating thathewould not 
invoke the Appeal Court, Landru 
decided to do so, and after that 
tribunal's ‘confirmation of the 
verdict, the.-President could 
scarcely extend clemency. In a

In the earty autumn of 1923 
there will. leave the Thames a 
veesel of 20,000 tone thet fn con. 
struction..and equipment will 
differ from any ship that the world 
has ever ssen, The “ British In- 
dustry " will be a floating axhibi- 
tion of all that is best in British 
mannfactore, states the Bon. 
chester Gordian Commercial 
Supplement.” This great venture 
will have for its object the fur- 
therance. of inter-Empire and 
international trade and should 
have very far-reaching effects, 
Earl Grey the chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the British 
Trads Ship, ip an interview with 
Renter's representative, has an- 
Dounced some interesting parti- 
culars of the scheme. 

“This British Trade Ship,” said 
Lord Grey, “is not merely a 
vessol carrying samples of 
merchandise. Sho will carry 
samples indeed, and display 
them. ‘For this purpose four 
main decks, connected expressly 
to form an exbibition. Thesae 
decks will be wide, Jong, and un- 
interrupted, for the Diesel oil 
engines by which the ship is to 
be propelled will be well aft 
tostead of midsbips; ws in the or- 
dinary vessel, The ‘tween decks 
will be lofty, so affording good 
ventilation and giving opport- 
unity for adequate displsy.
